Severe storms are raging to-day over (he 
entire Great’ Lake -region, in Wisconsin, 


* Minnesota, Montana, Illinois and Northern 


Ohio and particularly in the Northern Pen- 
insula of Michigan, where a foot of snow 
fell betwoen daylight and noon. All rail- 
roads in Wisconsin are reported from three 
to five houre late with trains and etreet 
car traffic is practicaily suspended. 

Severe gales are blowing on all ‘the lakcs 
and on Lake Erie the veiocity of the wind 
is reported at 58 miles an hour. Great 
fear is felt for shipp'ng and all docked ves- 
eela have been held in port. So far, how- 
ever, no casualties have been reported. 
Added warnings of continued dangerous 


weather are be'ng sent out by the Weather 
Bureau. , 


CHICAGO, Dec. 12.—Terrific gales were

Edward Bates, Librarian of the Treasury 
Department at Washington, died Monday 
evening at the home of his father, Dr. 
Julian Bates, 3963 Finney avenue, this city. 

Mr. Bates was about 25 years old, and 
prior to his appointment as librarian of 
the Treasury Department was curator of 
shelves in the Public Library of St. Louis. 
The appointment was made last summer, 
following Mr. Bates’ ‘return to St,. Loulé 
from his vacation. He went directly to 
Washington and took up his new duties, but 
thé work and the climate of the capital 
affected his health, so aggravating a throat 
trouble that two weeks agu he was obliged 
to give up the position. Leave of absence 
for one month was applied for and readily 
granted. Mr. Bates’ intentfons were to 8Y 
West in search of relief, but he became 
worse as he passed through St. Louis On 
a visit to his family, and here he remained 
until the end. 

It was foretold by the talented youns 
man’s friends that had he not already been 
bequeathed an illustrious name he would 
have created one for himself. He was the

The same Man was seen in the morning 
of the following day, shivering over a smal] 
fire near the Misourl Pacific tracks, just 
beyond Dewey, a station three miles west 
.of Washington. He was geen there by M. 
J. Lartonois, a brakeman on the Misouri 
Pacific road, who lives at 906 South Hight- 
eenth street. 

There are peculiarities “fn the description 
of Officer Henaghan, particularly his way 
of walking, which could mot be easily mis- 
taken: The man seen rR the line of the 
Missouri Pacific had all of these peculiari- 
ties. His style of walki is so 
that he was styled by telephone 
the mounted district al Hen an.”’

He was exceedingly temperate, educated 
far above the average policeman. He was 
a school teacher in Indiana for several 
years. He was jealous of his good repu- 
tation in the department and proud of 
Capt. Creecy’s good opinion of him. He was 
sensitive to an acute degree, ambitious to 
attain a high position in his calling and 
ever excéedingly careful. 

His conduct on the day of his disappear- 
ance has not been heretofoye fully and ac- 
curately stated. He attended the funeral 
of Capt. Creecy’s wife, in company with 
Officer Cahill and Turnkey Stanley of the 
Seventh District. Cahill and Stanley have 
staied positively that Henaghar was not 
influenced by the drinks he took on the 
way home. owever, consideration of the 
fime consumed in the ride from the ceme- 
tery to Cahill’s home shows that at least 
two hours were spent in stops, and both 
Cahill and Stanley admit that Henaghan 
did take ‘‘some” drinks; few, they say. 

They add that Henaghan became sick. 
They attribute this to cheese and other 
edibles, consumed at roadhouses, and to the 
close atmosphere of the carriage, due to 
tobacco smoke. Henaghan did not use to- 
bacco, and they say the smoke helped make 
him sick. 

It is suggested by the police that Hena- 
ghan's sensitive conscience smote him se- 
verely at the thought of the construction 
which might be placed on the story that 
he became sick from tobacco smoke while 
returning from the funeral of his captain's 
} wife, and that he plunged into a greater de- 

viation from his general conduct to dull 
for the time the stinging self-accusation.

LONDON, Dec. 12.—A eablegram from 
Cape ‘lewn says that a battle was fought 
at Modder River yesterday, and a dispatch 
from Boer sources says that the Boers held 
their positions at Spytfontein and Nagers- 
fontein, and captured 8 British prisoners. 
Probably fighting is now going on about 
Modder River, for the Boers, elated with 
the news of Gatacre’4 defeat, are likely to 
have, changed their usual tactics and taken 
the offensive. : 

Methuen’s position will soon be rendered 
untenable if he does not succeed in dislodg- 
ing Cronje. 

A cablegram from Pretoria to-day, by 
way of the Lorenzo Marquez route, puts a 
new light on the action of Stormberg.

He 
scored the two persons most responsibie 
and declared that they were not only crimi- 
nally negligent with regards the dead wom- 
an, but the prosecuting of thelr faith was 
a menace to public safety and that he would 
ask for a warrant. 

This was applied for by Patrolmen Roach 
and Ferie. Col. Dick Johnson, after hearing 
statements of numerous witnesses, said he 
‘would take no action until the transcript 
from the Coroner’s office had been ex- 
amined. 

‘There must be a law to reach these peo- 
ple,”’ said Coroner Lioyd, “and I am going 
to find it and see that they are prosecuted. 
The teaching of such a doctrine endangers 
life and is therefore criminal. The law 
recognizes the profession and the power of 
medicine. Then when it is not administered 
in cases where attention would have saved 
life, the case becomes little short of mur- 
der, I shall hurry the transcript over to 
Col. Johnson and instst upon a warrant.’

Public Midnight Mass Will Be Held at 
the Close of the Year. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Monsignor Mar- 
tinelli has just received from Rome a doc- 
ument, in which the Pope grants to the 
Catholics of the world an unusual privilege 
in connection with the celebration of 1900. 
It concludes as follows: 

“In order that the year 1900, which is 
about to begin, and which, it is to be de- 
voutly hoped, will usher in a far more 
happy century,His Holiness, Pope Leo XIII, 
graciously grants that on the 3ist of De- 
cemrber, both of the year which is now end- 
ing and of the year about to begin, at mid- 
night, in churches and chapels where the 
most holy eucharist is kept, according to 
the prudent judgment of the ordinary, the 
most august sacrament may ‘be exposed 
for adoration; and he grante also the per- 
mission to say or to sing, in the presence 
of the eucharist ‘thus exposed and at that 
hour, one holy mass of the Feast of the 
Circumeision and the octave of Christmas, 
Moreover, he grants to the faithful the 
special privilege of receiving holy com- 
munion at the eame time, either during or 
outside the celebration of the n mass.

THAT FILTRATION HOLD-UP, 

In the alleged Council “combine” which defeated the filtra- | 
tion bill the interests of the people of St. Louis are threatened | 
by a greater menace than is found in the House of Delegates 
“eombine”’ which defeated the temporary lighting bill. 

Six Councilmen voted against the filtration bill..They were 
Carroll, Gaus, Kratz, Schnell, Thuner, and President 
Meier—sufficient to block legislation. Councilman Gast was 
absent. One more vote is necessary to give the eombine g 
majority and thus enable it to put through the kind of filtra- 
tion ordinance desired by the combine and its backers. It ig 
said to be assured. 

The issue raised by the “combine” in the blocking of the 
bill is clear, simple, easily understood by every citizen. The 
filtration bill provided for an expenditure of $75,000 in experi- 
mental plants for the purpose of testing methods of filtration 
in order that the best method of filtering the St. Louis water 
supply may be adopted, and a filtration plant built. by the city 
to be owned and run by the city as a part of the water plant. 
The money for the experiments and for the building of the 
plant was to come from the revenue of the Water Depart- 
ment. 

This plan of procedure has the approval of Water Commis- 
sioner Flad, of the entire Buard of Public Improvements and ' 
of competent engineers. It has the approval of every honest 
and sensible man who gives a moment’s thought to the gub- 
ject. It is the only honest and sensible method of procedure, 

On the other hand, the plan of the “combine” appears te be 
to make a contract for private filtration or, at least, for. the 
private construction of the filter plant with a heavy mort. 
gage to the builders and ‘the owners of the patents for the pro- 
cess selected. 

In other words, the vitally important question of filtering 
the supply of water for St. Louis is to be decided off-hand by 
the “combine” in the Council and House of Delegates. The 
filtration contract is to go to the men favored by the “com- 
bine.” It is unnecessary to tell St. Louisans how a deal of this 
kind will he made, 

Any honest engineer will admit that an expert cannot tell 
off-hand without investigation and experiment what methaed 
of filtration will be effective for St. Louis water. Any honest 
filter man will admit that ft cannot be so decided, No honest 
filter man would accept a contract off-hand with a guarantee 
of effective filtration. 

The apparent plan of the “combine” has boodle stamped all 


j over it. The scheme is dishonest on its face. It would mean 


a job in the filter contract with probably a bigger job in the 
background—the ultimate confiscation of the city’s Water- 
works. 

If the “filter combine” is not smashed either proper filtra- 
tion will be blocked until too late to secure pure water for 
the World’s Fair, or a filter job involving a menace to public 
health and the robbery of the people is likely to be “jammed 
through.” 

Will the St, Louis people submit to a hold-up of this kind? 

It is quite possible that the rush of holiday shappers in St. 
Louis will be greater than it has ever been. Early buyers will 
net only have the largest stocks to select from, but they 
will avoid a good deal of:erewding and jostling and weari- 
some waiting that are inseparable from late purchasing. The 
Post-Dispatch is the holiday directory for buyers, and itis 
easy to find the best places by waiching its columns.

SOME RIGHTS OF VOTERS. 


Ex-Gov. Johnson Against the Board 
of Election Commissioners—Law 
of Divorces Determined. 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals handed 
down decisions in 15 cases: Tuesday. Ajl 
were appealed from St. Louis courts. 

The case of Charles P. Johnson and 
others against the Board of Election Com- 
misioners was decided, the decision of the 
lower court being affirmed. It involves 
the question of duplicate delegations under 
the election law applicable to St. Louis, and 
the court takes the position in its decision 
that, in such cases, only one of the delega- 
tions is entitled to recognition. 

The case grew out of the Supreme Judge- 
ship campaign in 1898, and was a culmina- 
tion of a fight between the supporters of 
Valliant and Marshall. The Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners was asked to place the 
names of two delegations on the ballot to 
be used in the Democratic primary—one 
known as the Marshall delegation and the 
other as an independent delegation. But 


the names of the members of both dele- 
gations were the same and it was known 
that the independent, as well as the Mar- 
shall delegation, would vote for Marshall. 
The board was also asked to give each 
delegation representation on the list of 
judges. To this the Valliant delegation 
objected and applied to the Circuit Court 
for a writ_of injunction, commanding the 
Board of Election Commissioners to place 
only one of the duplicate delegations on 
the official ballot and appoint the judges 
from the Valliant and straight Marshall 
delegations.

When 
the first petition was presented and the deposit 
of $10 made, and the delegation was recognized by 
the Board of Election Commissioners, the .deiega- 
tion was duly nominated and each person was en- 
titled to have his name printed on the ballots to 
be voted at the primary election. No future or ad- 
ditional petition could add one iota to this right. 
It was made full and complete by the first peti- 
tion; the second added nothing whatever to it. 
It was a work of supererogation and accomplished 
pothind. and should bave been rejected by the 
Board df Election Commissioners. 

The divorce case of Michael Tarlotting 
against Mina Tarlotting, decided in favor 
of the plaintiff several months ago by Judge 
Ferriss, was reversed and remanded, with 
directions that the bill be dismissed.

WILL BUILD A LABOR TEMPLE 


St. Louis Unions Tired of Paying Hall 
Rent and Will Construct a Build- 
ing of Their Own. 


A movement is under way among labor 
unions in St. Louis looking to the erection 
of a labor temple. At the present time the 
carpenters and joiners are the most active 
supporters of the plan. ‘ ’ 

cretary Pendergast of the Building 
Trades Council stated to the Post-Dispatch 
Tuesd morning that the idea of building 
a temple which will outrank that of any 
city in the United States was growing in 
popularity among workingmen. 

“The building,” said Mr. Pendergast, 
“which will be required to meet the de- 
mand in St. Louis will cost about $150,000 
including the site. The unions affiliated 
with the building trades are now paying 
out each year for hall rent about $600vu, 
and as there are about 50 of these unions 
a number of halls will be needed in the 


one. 
“We think, perhaps, six or seven halls 
will answer all requirements. Just when 
the snovement for the building of this 
labor terple will crystallize into something 
eubstantial we cannot say. Most of our 
men who have spare funds have invesied 
in World's Fair stock, and of course we 
can't add or burden at this time. But 
the temple will be built and it will be un- 
rivalled by that of any other city.”
